sage from Pope Benedict bearing up­ 
on the establishment of peace in Eu­ 
rope. 
The exact nature of the mes­ 
sage was not disclosed, but it is un­ 
derstood the pope 
urges 
President 
Wilson 
to 
suggest 
negotiations ai 
once. 
It was stated also that he ex­ 
pressed the hope that a break in di­ 
plomatic relations between the Unit­ 
ed States and Germany would not de­ 
velop. 
The communication was delivered 
by Mgr. Bonzano, apostolic delegate. 
He called at the White House shortly 
before I o’clock and delivered to Sec­ 
retary Tumulty a sealed package to be 
handed lo the president. 
The papal 
delegate did not see President Wilson 
in person. 
The pope, it is said, communicated 
to President Wilson that he had been 
informed by representatives 
of 
bel 
ligerent countries at the vatican that 
the obstacles to peace which have ex 
isted to this time have disappeared. 
None of the belligerents, it is gathered 
here, is ready to submit definite ternifc 
of peace, but all would consider pre­ 
liminary suggestions as a basis ioi 
discussion. 
U. S. to Take Next Step. 
There were strong 
intimations ai 
the state department that Germany 
has really made, in the strictest con 
fidence, a definite move toward peace 
and that the next step will be taken 
by the United States. It was said ihe 
department had recefv ed from Amba; 
sador Gerard at Berlin a report on pos 
sible peace proposals and terms out­ 
lined to Gerard 
at 
his 
conference 
with the German emperor at Grand 
Headquarters. 
It was stated by an official that Ger­ 
ard Bi|W the emperor at the kaiser’s 
invitation, and it is believed here that 
the principal subject discussed was 
not the German reply to the United 
States, but the opportunity possessed 
by this country to serve the world by 
interesting itself in a timely effort to 
bring the war to an end. 
The German government, 
it 
was 
said, in its reply to the United States, 
desires to put itself on record formally 
before the world whether the other 
countries are willing to consider peace 
proposals. 
If an affirmative answer is received, 
then this government will present a 
plan for discussion on which peace 
terms may be considered, and, if they 
are accepted,^he 
next development 
would be a proposal by the United 
States that the belligerent countries 
agree to an armistice, the duration of 
which would be limited either to a 
fixed number of days or until the ne­ 
gotiations could be concluded. 
Purpose Foreseen in Incident. 
It is possible, it was said, the peace 
conference would be held in the Unit­ 
ed States, but there is a wide differ­ 
ence of opinion on this point. 
Many 
believe it would be in Switzerland, es­ 
pecially if it should be called during 
the summer, and it is known that 
Spain is actively seeking to induce 
the belligerents to hold the confer­ 
ence in Madrid. 
It was pointed out Saturday that 
the return to Germany of Prince von 
Buelow, former German ambassador 
in Rome, the conference of Ambassa­ 
dor Gerard with the German emperor 
and the sending of a communication 
by Pope Benedict to President Wilson, 
all coming practically together, were 
timed for a purpose. 
Prince von Buelow, it was stated, 
has not been engaged in warlike ac­ 
tivities, but wholly with diplomatic ne-

ESSENTIAL FOR SUCCESS WITH TURKEYS 


An Excellent Specimen of the Favorite American Fowl. 


The first essential for success with 
turkeys is to procure vigorous, healthy 
stock from wrhich to breed. 
These 
should preferably be unrelated, al­ 
though I have known some people to 
have very good success with hens and 
gobbler procured from the same flock, 
but I would not advise anyone to keep 
up this practice, writes Anna Lans- 
Jown in Denver Field and Farm. 
Tur­ 
keys should be fed very sparingly dur­ 
ing the breeding season and allowed 
to forage for most of their living, as 
an overfat condition is likely to re­ 
sult in soft-shelled eggs and lack of 
fertility. 
It is well also to supply 
them with ground oyster shells. 
I usually set the early turkey eggs 
under chicken hens, letting the turkey 
hens lay two clutches before allowing 
them to set, excepting that I like to 
have one turkey hen hatch off early 
and then when the chicken hens leave 
their broods she will usually take the 
whole flock out foraging for the in­ 
sects which are their natural food, and 
upon which they thrive best. 
The 
eggs may be tested out the same as 
chicken eggs, although it is well to 
wait until the seventh day before test­ 
ing. 
In dry weather it is a good plan 
to pour a cupful of lukewarm water 
in the nest once a week. 
The little 
turks are not as able to stand cold as 
little chickens, and if the weather is 
chilly 
and 
stormy 
when they 
are 
hatched it is well to keep them in a 
box in the house at first. 
Great care should be taken to keep 
their coops and especially their sleep- 
ng quarters dry, as dampness is likely 
to be fatal to them. They should also 
be cleaned frequently. 
When hatched 
under chicken hens I keep them up 
in coops until they are a week old, 


two the first day and an hour or so 
longer each (lay until they are strong 
enough to run out all day. The chick­ 
en hen, being more fussy and rapid in 
her movements than a turkey hen, 
seems to time them too much if this 
care is not taken. 
For feed I give 
them hard-boiled eggs chopped fine 
when I have tested out the eggs on 
hand, but my main dependence is a 
mixture of yellow corn meal and curd 
made from milk. This should be mixed 
to a firm consistency, not sloppy, and 
no more should be given than they 
will eat up clean in ten minutes. 
If 
too much is given them they will over­ 
eat, become droopy and lose appetite. 
I also give them plenty of chopped 
chives, or dandelions, of which they 
are extremely fond and may have all 
they will eat. 
While they are in coops I feed about 
once in two hours, but after they run 
loose they will pick up a good deal 
of their living. Millet or steel-cut oats 
may also be fed. lf sudden rains come 
up they must be looked after, as it 
does not take a great deal of rain 
to chill them until they are helpless. 
After the poults are one or two months 
old they become stronger and hardier 
and will not require much care. 
On© 
great cause of trouble with turkeys 
is overfeeding, which is apt to induce 
liver trouble. 
After they are large as 
much grain as they will eat up clean 
in ten minutes, fed twice a day, is 
usually enough, and in the breeding 
season once a day is better. 
Even 
when fattening for market purposes 
grain should not be left where they 
can have access to it most of the time 
or sickness is likely to result. Where 
grasshoppers abound the birds will 
aid greatly in keeping them down and
